Saturday by Elders Womack, Pinkstaff and 
Towry. Sunday by Elders Barwick and Burns. 


The preaching of the brethren was well received. 


Elder W. J. Pinkstaff was appointed to preach 
the opening sermon at the above time and place. 


Motion made and passed that the thanks of this 
body be tendered to the citizens of this community 
for their kind hospitality.
